From Rev. John Pierpont’s Lecture at Hollis St. 

Tribute to William Ellery Channing. 

When, in a free state, a minister of Christ 
has heeu shot down as a wolf is shot, while he 
tvas standing in defence of his own printing 
I press against tbo minions of slavery, our rev- 
; ered and now departed friend placed bis name 
at the bead of a petition to the city authorities 
that Faneuil Hall—the cradle of American 
j Liberty—might he thrown open, lhat he and 
his friends—anil all the friends offreedurn and 
of man, who felt that the cause of liberty in 1 
all parts of our land had been assailed and; 
perilled—might go in, anil express their indig- 
i nation at the outrage, and their sympathy’ with j 
• the martyr’s mourning friends. Did he put 
his name first upon that petition, under the 
impression that it was to lie a populnt request? 
l)id be think that the request would be grant¬ 
ed by acclamation, and that the great mass of 
the citizens of Boston, beaded by the magis¬ 
tracy, would throng to that hall, and make in 
thick walls tremble with the thunder of indig- 
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blessings, while thousands of just as 
needy objects are dying at its very door. 
Our negroes have claims upon us superior 
to those of tbe heathen: though they both 
have strong claims, and both can ~"' 1 
should he met. L love the cause of foi _ 
missions; I love to plead that cause; bull 
Ifrankly confess, the neglected w onts and 
claims ol our negroes have always served 
Ito dampen my zeol on that subject. I can 
t abide thclying spirit which will prompt 
individual to give a hundred dollars to 
foreign missions, but when asked to con¬ 
tribute to the support ofilie gospel among 
the negroes will give but one! Where, I 
ask, is the justice of giving money, which 
is the product of llieir labor, for the suppoit 
of the gospel among another people, while 
thousands of themselves nrc living- and dy- 
wilhout the privilege of a preached 
gospel; and this, in some instances, for the 
want of means to sustuin suitable mis¬ 
sionaries among them. 

ndeed is the standard of morals 
among them; feeble indeed is their sense 
of the great evil of sin; the fear of hell 
| const it utes the strongest moral inducement 
rith many of them to forsake vicious prac- 
.jees, and become members of the church. 
Lying, stealing, and drunkenness, gross 
immorality and profanu’.ion of the Sabbath, 
e common sins among them; and, what 
truly lamentable, the pi act ice ol any, or 
all these sms, does not tilled reputation 
mg themselves, as it should; and con¬ 
sequently, u very strong incentive to for¬ 
sake them is lost.

Often is it the etise 
that the parent teaches and encourages the 
child to steal and to lie; and thus they 
up under the pernicious influence of 
vices, to leach them again to their 
children, spreading tnoru! death from gen¬ 
eration to generation. They are exposed 
ir« temptations titan any other class, 
t same time they are surrounded with 
fewer restraints. 

Many of them are strangers to the influ¬ 
ence of good example, either from iheir 
owners or their fellow-servants. They 
sometimes see in their mnstets and over¬ 
seers the very worst specimens of moral 
character. From the cradle to the grave, 
thousands of them live and breathe a mor¬ 
al atmusnhere lhat is death to the human 
soul. All are strangers to intellectual, and 
Ihnisands of them to moral culture. That

Yes, to the low sad wail of sympathy—to 
Freedom’s holy cause—to the purest ana most 
eloquent advocate of the claims of humanity 
ihnt has shed an unfading lustre upon his age 
and his race—that petition was denied! The 
martyr, in this case, was »n abolitionist. The 
petitioner was an abolitionist. Most of the 
names that followed Dr. Chnnning’s were 
names of abolitionists. The petition was de¬ 
nied.* And this was not five years ago: not 
five years before the whole city was moved to 
clothe herself in sackcloth, and throw ashes 
upon her head, and sit in the dust and weep, 
because her favorite son—tbe son who was 
her greulest glory— had been taken from her 
arms by death. Nay, I must not stop here.— 
It is not three years yet, since his own church 
asked for, by his friends and the friends of the 
loved and lamented Dr. Follen, that an eulo- 
gium upon that distinguished philanthropist 
might he pronounced in it by a mutual friend, 
a minister of the gospel of Jesus Christ, in 
whom no one, who knows him, ever doubted 
that there dwells much of his Muster’s spirit 
and that church was refused. Let any one 
read the Discourse of Dr. Channing upon the 
death ol Dr. Follen ; let him see how deeply 
the speaker sympathized with the subject ol 
that discourse in ins all-embriicing philan¬ 
thropy, and especially in his interest in 
the poor despised slaves of these United 
Slates ; let him see how ihurnughly ho under¬ 
stood the character ol Dr. Follen, and how 
mtely his spirit was fused into the spirit 
s lost friend—and see if lie can help ex- 
cluimirg with the Jews, when their common 
Master was weeping ai the grave of Lazarus, 
liebold bow he loved him!’ If these kindred 
spirits, that were so near to each other in this 
world, are pertained to commune together in 
the world to which they are now both gone ; 
if they are permitted to feel an interest in 
those whom they Iioih loved and labored for 
here ; and themselves unseen, to see what 
scenes are pussing here below:—as they look¬ 
ed ilotvu together from their holy heights up- 
a the throng that, ten days ago, gathered 
ithin and around the church in which they 
holb had worshipped in life, and w hich bad 
been, for both of them, ‘the gate of heuven ;’ 
as they saw how intent were all tho mournful 
crowd to listen to the solemn dirge, and the 
voice of prayer, and the words of sorrow and 
exhortation that burst from the speakers strick¬ 
en heart ;—ns they saw how eager was every 
one to catch one more view of the sleeper’s 
calm cold fuce, before it should he shut from 
the eyes of all by the doors of tile tomb : may 
i not suppose that the spirit of him that first 
t on its immortality might say to his friend 
Do those men remember that, not three 
years ago that church wus refused lo your 
friends and mine, when asked for, that one, 
whom we both loved, might come into it and 
peak one word in affectionate remembrance 
ol me—one word of solace to my wife and 
child?’ 

It is no pleasure to me, my brethren, to 
bring back to our minds the remembrance of j 
these events. 1 do it not for my pleasui 
for yours. 1 have a different and double ob» 
jectinit. First, that all who are in office, 
whether in tbe State or in the Churcb, may be 
brought to consider how unwise it is in them, 
when called to act, either in a public ora pri¬ 
vate station, to allow a momentary beat—a 
popular clamor—a temporary prejudice or ex- 
ciiementof the public mind, against any par¬ 
ticular individual, class or interest, to drown 
the clear strong voice of duty and right, and 
to overpower the claims of truth, freedom and 
humanity—by whomsoever tbe truth may be 
spoken; for whomsoever freedom may be vin¬ 
dicated, or in whomsoever humanity may he 
wronged. I would, if possible, persuade men 
in office, as well as others, to consider always 
and m all their official acts, that there is a day 
coming, after to-day;—that in that coming 
day, to-day’s heats, and bates, and ail its pas- 
sions, will have passed away, but that its rec¬ 
ords will remain; and that they or their chil¬ 
dren, may live to see the time when it will be 
neither a pleasure nor an honor to them, 
look hack upon and read tvbat is written down 
by the firm and incorruptible hand of Truth, 
in the records of to-day. And secondly, I 
recall to your minds tbe facts of which I have 
spoken, because they show most demonstrably 
that Dr. Channing was always to be found by 
tbe side of the few, when he saw that they 
were wronged by the many;—lhat he stooped 
to the down-trodden anil despised, that he 
might set them on their feet. In the spirit of 
Him who took not hold of angels, but took 
hold of the seed of Abraham, lhat he might 
lift them up, he sympathized wiih tbe lowly 
and the toil-woro, wiih the intemperate, the 
imprisoned, and the enslaved. In every man 
he recognized a brother; and remembered 
that that brother had a soul as immortal, if not 
as exalted, as bis own. And now, the fruits 
of this sympathy are daily becoming more and 
more scattered over the iands where ihe Eng¬ 
lish tongue is read. 

His Essays on ‘ Self-Culture,’ and on ‘ the 
Elevation of the Laboring Classes,’ and oihers 
of a kindred spirit, are now thrown broadcast,

operatives there, perhaps as extensively as by 
j 'he same class among his own countrymen 
while li'is several Tracis and Letters oii Slavery 
( are read—yea and felt—by those in our own 
wide laud who stand around, and as vet defend 
'hai « institution,’ so guilty iu iiself, and so de¬ 
structive to the best interests—the wealth the 
freedom, the morals and the religion, of every 
land that is darkened by its baleful shadow. 

By his sympathy w ith ihe slave—by his inter¬ 
est in ihe redemption of the colored race from 
the chains that cruelly gall them at the South, 
and from the prejudice ami contempt that gall 
them little less cruelly at the North, I know 
that Dr. Channing was compelled to make sac¬ 
rifices. The sunshine on ihe facesoftlie fash¬ 
ionable and aristocratic grew cold when lie 
looked on them, after his first Lener loMr. 
Birney ; and though they dared not, on that ac¬ 
count, openly renounce him, yet lie saw lhat 
all around him, among those who once flatter¬ 
ed and caressed him, which plainly told him 
that they wished lie would mind his own busi¬ 
ness, and let the slaves alone. Yes, he made 
sacrifice of tem|>oral good. Bui it wus wise 
in him lo make them. It was w ise and pru¬ 
dent in him to lay such an offeting upon such 
altar; for by it he secured eternal good.— 
The thanksgivings of liberated millions, that, 
even yet, have not heard of his name, will he 
a rich reward for all tbe real coldness, and all 
ihe affected contempt, which his nobly mani¬ 
fested sympathies for the slave have ever 
brought upon him. Then, the peace of his 
own soul, which he secured liy his labors 
both for the slave mid the slaveholder—for lie 
seems to have rightly considered the elavehol- 
re fearfully needing the interposition 
le compassion in bis behalf, ilian even 
the slave himself—this ‘exceeding peace’ of his 
soul—how well may that have been bought, at 
the price of all I lint he paid for it!

Considering, that you have not yet ac¬ 
knowledged the propriety of an independ- 
nt anti-slavery political party, it is vary 
herul and kind in you to offer lo admit into 
your columns a vindication of the meas¬ 
ures. 

The question, whether abolitionists 
should leave the national parties with which 
iliey are connected, is preliminary to the 
question, whether they should organize a 
political party ; and this {preliminary quea- 
' in should he disposed of, before entering 
the discussion of the other. 

Such is the regard of the South for slave- 
—so paramount is this interest with her 
.that she will not consent lo come into, or 
abide in any party, whether ecclesiastical or 
political, which assails slavery. Who 
doubts, that were a National Whig or a Na¬ 
tional Democratic Convention to resolve oil 
lie overthrow of slavety, the South would 
secede from the parly which had thus offen¬ 
ded her? Who doubts, lhat action against 
slavery by the General Conference or Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, would break up the national 
Methodist or Presbyterian party? Who be¬ 
lieves, lhat the souihern delegates li. these 
ecclesiastical bodies would, lor one moment 
after such an action, consent to retain their 
seats in them? 

It is therefore evident, that whoever else 
n belong to these national, and, because 
national pro slavery parties,a consistent abo¬ 
litionist cannot: more than this—these par- 
lies could not fail lo be broken up, were 
diey who compose them, to feel their indi¬ 
vidual responsibility for the pro-slaverv char¬ 
acter of these parlies.

We most solemnly believe that there i 
500(1 men out of the 8000 Liberty voters 
the State of New Y’ork, who, were they 
idopt this measure for one week, could pet 
mm ten thousand simultaneous days of la¬ 
bor for the poor sorrowing bondmen, in two 
days ; or as much hard labor as would be 
performed by sixty-six lecturers in one year. 
For a lecturer cannot lecture much more 
than one day in two, who has lo travel thro’ 
the country. Only think of our people per¬ 
forming, in a single week, 66 years of labor, 
or as much as 66 lecturers would perform in 
this State in one year! those two days work 
would double the Liberty vote of New York. 
Tltere is nol a particle of doubt on this sub- 
Iject. The very fact that the Liberty men

__aize Fight Trial.— We have re¬ 
ceived a report of the charge of Judge Bug¬ 
gies on submitting tha CH*e of Sullivan, Mc-
